On 
1 the Fifth of November, which was the Beginning of 
b Summer in thoſe Parts, the Weather being very hazy, 
the Seamen ſpyed a Rock within half a Cable's Length 
of the Ship; but the Wind was ſo ſtrong, that we 
were driven directly upon it, and immediately ſplit. 
Six of the Crew, of whom I was one, having let 
down the Boat into the Sea, made a Shift to get clear 
of the Ship, and the Rock.

Warn Dinner was done, the Maſter Horſe took 
me aſice, and by Signs and Words made me under- 
ſand the Concern he was” in, that I had nothing to 
eat. Oats in their Tongue are called H/unnh. This 
Word T pronounced two or three Times; for although 
T had refuſed them at firſt, yet upon ſecond Thoughts, 
I conſidered that I could contrive to make of them a 
Kind of Bread, which might be ſufficient with Milk 
to keep me alive, until I'could make my Eſcape td 
ſome other Country, and to Creatures off my own 
Species. The Horſe immediately ordered a white 
Mare-ſervant of his Family to bring me a good Quan- 
ity of Ozts im a Sort of wooden Tray. Theſe 1 
heated- before the Fh e us well as I could, and rubbed 
them until the Husks came off, which I made 'a Skift 
to winnow from the Grain; I ground and beat them 
between two Stones, then took Water, and made them 
into a Paſte or Cake, which I toaſted at the Fire, and 
rat warm with Milk. It was at firſt a very inſipid 
Diet, although common enough in many Paris of £u- 
rope, but grew tolerable by Time; and having been 
Netten reduced to hard Fare in my Life, this was not 
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the firſt Experiment I had made how al Nature j 
ſatisfied. And I cannot but obſerve, that I never hu 
one Hours Sickneſs while I ſtayed in this Iſland. {| 
is true, I ſometimes made a Shift to catch a Rabbet 
or Bird, by Springes made of 7abeo's Hairs ; and I, 
ten eathered wholeſome Herbs, which I boiled, wil 
eat as Salades with my Bread; and now and then, fort? 
a Rarity, I made & little Butter, and drank the Whey, 
I was at firſt at a great Eoſs for Salt; but Cuſtom ſon 
reconciled the Want of it; and I am confident thi 
the frequent Uſe of Salt among us is an Effect of Lu- 
ury, and was firſt introduced only as a Provocative t 
Drink; except where it is neceſſary for preſerving f 
Fleſh in long Voyages, or in Places remote from predt 
Markets. For we obſerve no Animal to be fond of i 
but Man: And as to myſelf, when I left this County, 
it was a great while 1 — 1 could endure the Taſte of 
It in any Thing that I eat. 

Tuis is enough to ſay upon the Subject of my Die, f 
wherewith other Travellers fill their Books, as if the 
Readers were perſonally concerned, whether we fait 
well or ill.

YE of Uneaſineſs in his Countenance ; becauſe. 
Doubting or not believing, are ſo little known in this 
Country,. that the Inhabitants cannot tell how ta be- 
have themſelves under ſuch Circumſtances. And I re- 
member in frequent Diſcourſes with my Maſter con- 
cerning the Nature of Manhood, in other Parts of the 
World: having occaſion to talk of Lying, and Falſe 
Repreſentation, it was with much Difficulty that he 
comprehended . what I meant-; although he had other- 
wiſe a moſt acute judgment. For he argued thus; 
That the Uſe of Speech was to make us underſtand one 
another, and to receive Informatien of Facts; now if:

ſtand him; and I am ſo far from receiving Informa-

Spirits, and make them more tame and gentle: That 
they were indeed ſenſible of Rewards and Puniſhments ; 
but his Honour would be pleaſed to conſider, that they 
had not the leaſt Tincture of Reaſon any more than 
the 14hoo's in this Country. 3

ei made us merry, by putting us out of our Senſes ;. di- 
1 verted all melancholy Thoughts, begat wild extrava- 
til gant Imaginations in the Brain, raiſed our Hopes, and 
MF baniſhed our Fears; ſuſpended every Office of Reaſon 
fer a Time, and deprived us of the Uſe of our Limbs;. 
-M utitil we fell into a profound Sleep; although it muſt 
IN be confeſſed, that we always awaked fick and diſpiit- 
Wed; and that the Uſe of this Liquor filled us with 
e Diſeaſes, which made our Lives uncomfortable and ſhort.

For Inſtance, when Jam at home and dreſſed as I ought 
ee be; I carry on my Body the Workmanſhip of an 
Hundred Tradeſmen ; the Building and Furniture of 
„Iny Houſe employ as many more; and five Times the 
Number to adorn my Wife. 5 
e IvAs going on to tell him of ano ther Sort of Peo. 
ple, who get their Livelihood by attending the Sick; 
- © having upon ſome Occaſion informed his Honour that 
many of my Crew had died of Diſeaſes, But here it 
was with the utmoſt Difficylty, that I brought him to 
apprehend what I meant. He could eafily conceive, 
that a: Henybnbum grew weak and heavy a er

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before his Death; or by ſome Accident might hurt 
Limb. But that Nature, who worketh all things to 
Perfection, ſhould ſuffer any Pains to breed in our 
Bodies, he thought impoſſible; and deſired to know 
the Reaſon of ſo unaccountable an Evil, I told him, 
we fed on a thouſand Things, which operated con. 
trary to each other; That we eat, when we were not 
hungry, and drank without the Provocation of Thirſt: 
That we ſat whole Nights drinking ſtrong Liquor 
without eating a Bit 3 which diſpoſed us to Sloth, en, 
flamed our Bodles, and precipitated or prevented Di. 
geſtion, That, proſtitute Female 72 acquiredy 
certain Malady, which bred Rottenneſs in the Bones ef 
thoſe, who fell into their Embraces ; That this 
and many other Dieſaſes we repropagated from Father 
to Son; ſo that 75 Numbers come in the World 
with complicated Maladies upon them : 'That it would 
be endleſs to give him a Catalogue of all Diſeaſes in- 
cident to human Bodies ; for they could not be fewer 
than five or ſix Hundred, ſpread over every Limb, and 
Joynt : In ſhort, every Part, external and inteſtine, 
aving Diſeaſes appropriated- to each. To remedy 
which, there was a Sort of People bred up among us, 
in the Profeffion or Pretence of curing the Sick. And 
becauſe I had ſome Skill in the Faculty, I would, in 
Gratitude to hisHonour, let him know thewhole My- 
ſtery and Method, by which they proceed. 
TAEIR Fundamental is, that all Diſeaſes ariſe from 
Repletion; from whence they conclude, that a great 
Evacuation of the Body is neceſſary, either through the 
natural Paſſage, or upwards at the Mouth. Their next 
Bufineſs is, from Herbs, Minerals, Gums, Oyls, Shells, 
Salts, Juices, Sea-weed, Excrements, Barks of Trees, 
Serpent, Toads, Frogs, Spiders, dead Men's Fleſh and 
Bones, Beaſts and Fiſhes, to form a Compoſition for 
Smell and Taſte the moſt abominable, nauſeous and 
deteſtable, that they can poſſibly contrive, which the 
Stomach immediately rejects with Loathing: And this 
they call a Vomit.

THERE are three Methods by which a Man may 
riſe to be Chief Miniſter: The firſt is, by knowing 
how with Prudence to diſpoſe of a Wife, a Daughter, 
or a Sifter : The ſecond, by betraying or under mind- 
ing his Predeceſſor: And the third is, by a farin 
Teal; in publick Aſſemblies againſt the Corruption of 
the Court.

| HE Reader may be diſpoſed: to wander how! 
could: prevail on my ſelf to give ſo free a Repre 
| ſentation of my own Species, among a Race o tan is 
Mortals who were already too apt to conceive the 
vileſt Opinion of Human Kind, from that entire Con 
\groity bet Wirt me and their 745005, But I muſt fre 
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ly confeſs, that the many Virtues of thoſe excellent 
9uadrupeds placed in oppoſite View to human Cor- 
ruptions, had ſo far opened mine Eyes, and enlarged 
my Underſtanding, that I began to view the Actions 
and Paſſions of Man in a very different Light; and ta 
think the Honour of my own Kind not worth ma- 
naging; which, beſides, it was impoſſible for me to do 
before a Perſon of ſo acute a Judgment as my Maſter, 
who daily convinced me of a thouſand Faults in my 
ſelf, whereof I had not the leaſt Perception before, and 
which with us would never be numbered even among 
human Infirmities. I had likewiſe learned from his 
Example an utter Deteſtation of all Falſehood or Diſ- 
wiſe ; and Truth appeared ſo amiable to me, that 1 
determined upon facrificing every Thing toit. 
LeT me Tea ſo candidly with the Reader, as to 
confeſs, that there was yet a much ſtronger Motive for 
the Freedom I took in my Repreſenation of Things.

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get them out, and carry them away, and hide them 
by Heaps in their Kennels ; but ſtill looking round 
with great Caution, for fear their Comrades ſhoule 
find out their Treaſure.

howled, then fell to biting and tearing the reſt; began 
to pine away, would neither eat nor fleep, nor work, 
until he ordered a Servant privately to convey the 
Stones into the ſame Hole, and hide them as before; 
which when his Taboo had found, he preſently re- 


covered his Spirits and good Humour; but took Care 
do remove them to a better hiding Place; and hath & 
ver fince been a very ſerviceable Brute. 


My Maſter farther aſſured me, which J alſo ob- 


ſerved my ſelf; That in the Fields where theſe Hin- 


ang Stones abound, the herceſt and moſt frequent Bat- 
tles are fought, occaſioned by perpetual Inroads of the 


neighbouring Tab. 


He ſaid, it was common when two Yahoo diſ- 
"Covered ſuch a Stone in a Field, and were contending 


which of them ſhould be the Proprietor, a third would 


take the Advantage, and carry it away from them 
both 3 which my after would needs contend to have 


ſome Reſemblance with our Suits at Law; wherein 
I thought it for our Credit not to undecieve him; 
fince the Deciſion he mentioned was much more equi - 
able than many Decrees among us: Becauſe the Plain- 


tiff and Defendant there loſt nothing beſide the Stone 


they contended for; whereas our Courts of Equity, 


would never have diſmiſſed the Cauſe, - while either of 


-them had any Thing left, . 
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My Maſter continuing his Diſcourſe, ſaid, There 
was nothing that rendered the Taboos more odious, 
than their undiſtinguiſhed Appetite to OC 
Thing that came in their Way, whether Herbs, 
Roots, Berries; corrupted: Fleſh' of Animals, or all 
mingled together: And it was peculiar in their Tem- 
per, that they were fonder of what they could get 
by Rapine or Stealth at a greater Diſtance, than much 
better Food provided for them at home. If their 
Prey held out, they would eat until they were read 
to burſt, after which, Nature had pointed out to them 
a certain Root that gave them a general Evacuation. 
Tausnxr was alfo another Kind of Noot very juicy, 
but ſomething rare and difficult to be found, which 
the Taboss fought for with much Eagerneſs, and would 
ſuck it with great Delight: It produced the ſame. 
Effects that Wine hath upon us. It would make them 
ſometimes hug, and ſometimes tear one another; they 
would howl and grin, and chatter, and roul, and tum: 
ble, and then fall aſleep in the Mud. 
I pip indeed obſerve, that the Taboss were the on- 
ly Animals in this Country ſubject to any Diſeaſes; 
which however, were much fewer than Horſes have 
among us, and contracted not by any ill Treatment 
they meet with, but by the Naſtineſs and Greedineſs 
of that ſordid Brute. Neither has their Language any 
more than a general Appellation of thoſe Maladies 
which is borrowed from the Name of the Beaſt, and 
called Hnea Taboo, or the Yahoo's-Evil; and the Cure 
preſcribed is a Mixture of heir or Dung and Urine, 
forcibly put down the 77b00's Throat. This I have 
ſince often known to have been taken with Suc- 
ceſs: And do here freely recommend it to my Coun- 
trymen, for the publick Good, as an admirable Speci- 
fck againſt all Diſeaſes produced by Repletion. © 
As to Learning, Goverment, Arts, Manufactures, 
and the like, my Maſter confeſſed he could find little 
or no Reſemblance between the Nahost of that Country 
and thoſe in ours. For, he only meant to obſerve 


What Parity there was in our Natures, He had heard 
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indeed ſome curious Hovybnbams obſerve, that in mt 
Herds there was a Sort of | ruling Taboo (as among uy 
there is generally ſome leading or principal Stag in a 
Park) who was always more deformed in Body, and 
miſcheioous 8 than any of the reſt. That, 
this Leader had uſually a Favourite as /ike bim/elf as 
he, could get, whoſe Employment was to lick hi; 
Maſter's Feet and Poſfteriors, and drive the Female Va. 
hoos fo bis Kennel; for which he was now and then 
rewarded with a Piece of Afs's Fleſh. This Favour 
- rite is hated by the whole Herd; and therefore to 
protect himſelf, keeps: alwas near tbe Perſon of bis 
Leader. He uſually continues in Office until a worſe 
ean be found; but the very Moment he is diſcarded; 
his Succeſſor, at the Head of all the Taboos in that 
Qiſtriẽt, Young and Old, Male and Female, come in 
a Body, and diſcharge- their Excrements upon him 
from Head to Foot: But how-far this might be ap- 
plicable to our Courts and Favourites, and Miniſters 
of State, my Maſter faid I could beſt determine. 
--I+pursT make no Return to this malicious Inſinua- 
tion, which debaſed human Underſtanding below 
the - Sagacity of a common Mound, who hath Judg 
ment enough to diſtinguiſh and follow the Cry of the 
ableft Dop in the Pack, without being ever miſtaken. 
My Maſter told me, there were ſome Qualities re: 
markable in the 72h005,, which he had not obſerved 
me to mention, or at caſt. very ſlightly, in the Acr 
counts I had given him of human Kind. He ſaid, 
thoſe Animals, like other Brutes, had their Females in 
common; but in this they differed, . that the She - Ta 
Zoos would admit the Male, while ſhe was pregnant; 
and that the Hees would quarrel and fight with the 
Females as fiercely as with each other. Both which 
Practices were ſuch Degrees of infamous Brutality, 
that no other ſenſitive Creature ever arrived at. 
_ _ AnoTturn- Thing he. wandered. at in the Tahoos, 
was their ſtrange Difpoſition- to Naſtineſs and Dirt; 
whereas there appears to be a natural Love of Clean- 


Accuſations, 
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Accuſations, I was glad to let them paſs without any 
Reply, becauſe: I had not a Word to offer upon 
them in Defence of my Species, which otherwiſe L 
certainly had done from my own Inclinations. But 
I could have eaſily vindicated human Kind from the 
Imputation of - Singularity upon the laſt Article, if 
there had been any Stine in that Country, (as unluck- 
ily for me there were not) which although it may be 
a ſweeter Quadruped than a Taboo, cannot I humbly 
conceive in Juſtice pretend to more Cleanlineſs; and 


ſo his Honour himſelf muſt have owned, if he had 


ſeen their filthy Way of feeding, and their Cuſtom of 
wallowing and ſleeping in the Mud. 

My Maſter likewiſe mentioned another Quality, 
which his Servants had diſcovered in ſeveral Y7abaos, 
and to him was wholly unaccountable. He ſaid, a Fan- 
cy would ſometimes take a 72400, to retire into a Cor- 
ner, to lie down and howl, and groan, and ſpurn a- 
w_ all that came near him, although he were young 

d fat, and wanted neither Food nor Water; n 
id the Servant imagine what could poſſibly ail him. 
And the only Remedy they found way to ſett him to 
hard Work, after which he would infallibly come to 
himſelf. To this I was filent out of Partiality to 1 
own Kind; yet here I could plainly diſcover the true 
Seeds of Splten, which only ſeizeth on the Lazy, the 
Luxurious, and the Rich ; who, if they were forced 
to undergo the ſame Regimen, I would undertake for 
the Cure. N 11 . 

His Honour had farther obſerved, that a Female- 
Yahoo, would often ſtand behind a Bank or a Buſh, to 
gaze on the young Males paſſing by, and then appear, 
and hide, uſing many antick Geſtures and Grimaces; 
at which time it was obſerved, that ſhe had a moſt 
offenſive Smell; and when any of the Males advanced, 
would flowly retire, looking often back, and with a 
counterfeit Shew of Fear, run off into ſome conve- 


gy Place where ſhe knew the Male would follow

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Ar other times, if a Female Stranger came among 
them, three or four of her own Sex would get about 
her, and ſtare and chatter, and grin, and ſmell her all 
over; and then turn off with Geſtures, that ſeemed to 
expreſs Contempt and Difdain.' i 
Pennars my maſter might refine a little in theſe 
Speculations, which he had drawn from what he ob. 
ſerved himſelf, or had been told him by others: Hows 
ever, I could not reflect without ſome Amazement, 
and much Sorrow, that the Rudiments of Lerodneſi, 
Coguetry, Cinſure, and Scandal, ſhould have Place by 
InſtinQ'in -Womankind. = . 


I exeecrtep every Moment, that my Maſter would 
accule the 7aboos of thoſe unnatural Appetites in both 
Sexes, ſo common among us. But Nature it ſeems 
Hath not been ſo expert a'School-miftreſs'; and theſe

We Author relateth ſeveral Particulars of the Yahoos, 
The great Virtues of the Houyhnhnms, The Educa-

S Tought to have underſtood human Nature much 
better than I ſuppoſed it poſſible for my Maſter 
to do, fo it was eaſy to apply the Character he gave 
of the Taboss to myſelf and my Countrymen ; and 1 
believed I could yet make farther Diſcoveries from my 
own Obſervation. I therefore often begged: his Ho- 
nour to let me go among the Herds of the 72h909 in 
the Neighbourhood ; to which he always very gract- 
oully confented; being perfectly convinced, that the 
Hatred 1 bore thoſe Brutes would never ſuffer me to 
be corrupted by them ; and his Honour ordered one 
his Servants, a ſtrong Sorrel Nag, very honeſt br

good-natured, to be my Guard; without, whoſe Poor 
reftion I durſt not undertake. ſuch Adventures. For 1 
have already told the Reader how, much I was peſter- 
ed by thoſe odious Animals upon my firſt Arrival. I

vous than the reſt, whom yet they much exceed in

Te Heuybnbums keep the 7ahoos for preſent Uſe in 
 Huts not far from the Houſe ; but the: reſt are ſent 2. 


broad to certain Fields, where they dig up Roots, eat 
ſeveral Kinds of Herbs, and fearch about for Carrion, or 
ſometimes catch W2a/ſe/s and Lubimabs (a Sort of will 
Rat) which they. greedily devour. Nature hath taught 
them to dig deep Holes with their Nails on the fide of 
a riſing Ground, wherein they lye by themſelves; only 
the Kennels of the Females are larger, ſufficient to hold

Tner fwim from their Infancy like Frogs, and are 
able to continue long under Water, where they often 
take Fiſh, which the Females carry home to their 
Young. And upon this Occaſion, I hope the Reader 
will pardon my relating an odd Adventure. 
BeinG one Day abroad with my Protector the Sor. 
rel Nag, and the Weather exceeding hot, I entreated 
him to let me bathe in a River that was near. He 
conſented, and I immediately ſtripped myſelf ſari 


naked, and went down ſoftly into the Stream. It hap- 


ned that a'young Female Taboo ſtanding behind z 
nk, ſaw- the whole Proceeding ; and inflamed by

upon ſhe quitted her Graſp, with the utmoſt Reluc- 
tancy, and leaped upon the oppoſite Bank, where ſhe

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Tuts was Matter of Diverſion to my Maſter and his 
Family, as well as of Mortification to my ſelf. For 
now I could 2 that I Was real V%, 
in every Limb and Feature, fince the Females had a 
natural Propenſity. to me as one of their own 8 : 
Neither was the Hair of this Brute of a Red Colour, 
(which might have been ſome Excuſe for an Appitite 
alittle irregular) but black as a Sloe, and her Counte- 
Tance did not make an Appearance altogether ſo hide- 
ous as the reſt of her Kind; for, I think, ſhe could 
not be above eleven.

_ Having already lived three Years in this Country: 
the Reader I ſuppoſe will expect, that I ſhould, like 
ether Travellers, give him ſome Account of the Man- 
ners and Cuſtoms of its Inhabitants, which it was in- 
deed my principal Study to learn, 1 2 
As theſe noble Hauybubamt are endowed by Na- 
ture with a general Diſpoſition to all Virtues, and have 
no- Conceptions or Ideas of what is evil in a rational 
Creature; ſo their Grand Maxim is, to cultivate Rea- 
In, and to be wholly governed by it. Neither is Rea» 
Jon among them a Point problematical as with us, 
where Men can argue with Plauſibility on both Sides 
of a Queſtion ; but ſtrikes you with immediate Con- 
viction; as it muſt needs do where it is not ming- 
led, obſcured, or diſcoloured by Paſſion and Intereſt, 
I remember it was with extreme Difficulty that I 
could bring my Maſter to underſtand the meaning of 
the Word Opinion, or how a Point could be diſputa- - 
ble; becauſe [Reaſon taught us to affirm or deny only 
where we are certain; and beyond our Knowledge 
we cannot do either. So that Controverſies, Wrang- 
lings, Diſputes, and Poſitiveneſs in falſe - or dubious. 
Propoſitions, , are Evils unknown among. the Hony- 
bnhnms. In the like Manner when I uſed to ex- 
plain to him our feveral Syſtems of Natural Philoſo- 
þby, he would laugh that a Creature pretending to 
Reaſon, ſhould value.itſelf upon the Knowledge of o- 
ther People's Conjectures, and in Things, where that 
Knowledge, if it were certain, could he, of no Uſe. 
Wherein he agreed entirely with the Sentiments of 
DD Socrates, 
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Socrates, as Plato delivers them; which I mention 1 


the higheſt Honour I can do that Prince of Philoſo- 
-phers. I have” often ſince reflected what Deſtruction 
Auch a Doctrine would make in the Libfaries of Fu- 
robe; and how many Paths to ages would” be then 
Gut up in the Learned World.

principal Virtues among the Howyhnbnms 3 and theſe 
Hot confined to particular Objects, but univerſal to the 
whole Race. For, a ſtranger from the remoteſt Part, 
is equally treated with the neareſt Neighbour, and 
wherever he $065, looks upon himſelf as at home, 
Th preſerve Decency and Cibility in the higheſt De. 
grabs; but are altogether ignorant of Ceremony. They 
dave no Fondneis for their Colts or Foles; but the 
Care they take in educating them proceedeth entirely 
from the Dictates of Reaſon. And, F obſerved my 
Maſter to-ſhew the ſame Affection to his Neighbou 
Iſſue that. he had for his own, They will have it, that 
Nature teaches them to love the whole Species, and it 
1 Reaſon w_ that maketh a" Diſtinction of Perſom, 


$ a ſuperior Degree of Virtue. 
Wurm the Matron Houghnhnms have produced one 


of each Sex, they no longer accompan 15 with their

- Conſorts, except they loſe one of their Iſſue by ſome 
Caſualty, which very ſeldom happens: But in ſucha 
Caſe they meet again; or when the like Accident be-

. young Couple meet and are joined, merely becauſe it

It is what they ſee done every Day; and they look up- 
on it as one of the neceſſary Actions, in à reaſonable 
Being. . But the Violation of Marriage, or any other 
Unchaſtity, was never heard of: And. the married Pair 
pals their Lives with the ſame Friendſhip, and mutus 
al 1 that they aac to all others of the ſame 
Species, who come in their Way; without Jealouſy, 
F.ndnefs, Quarelling, or * rb e k - 
In educating the Youth .of both Sexes, their Me- 
thod is admirable, and highly deſerveth our Imitation, 
Theſe are not ſuffered. to taſte a Grain of Oati, ex 
cept upon certain Days, until. eighteen Vears old; 
nor Mili, but very rarely ; and in, Summer they graze 
two Hours in the Morning, and as many in the Evens 
ing, which their Parents likewiſe obſerve; but the 
Servants are not allowed above half that Time; anda 
great Part of the Graſs is brought home, which they 
eat at the moſt convenient Hours, when they can be 
delt ſpared. Rem e... ho: font 
TEMPERANCE, Induftry, Exerciſe and 
Cleanlinæſi, are the Leſſons equally enjoined: to the 
young ones of both Sexes: And my Maſter thought 4 
monſtrous in us to give the Females a different Kin 
of Education from the Males, except-in ſome Articles 
of Domeſtick Management; whereby, as he truly 
obſerved, one Half of our Natives were good for no- 
thing but bringing Children into the World: And ta 
truſt the Care of their Children to ſuch uſeleſs Ani- 
mals, he ſaid was yet a greater Inſtance of Brutality. 
Bur the Hauybnhbnms train up their Youth to 


Strength 
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Strength, Speed, and Hardineſs, by exerciſing them 


in running Races up and down ſteep Hills, or over . 


hard ſtony Grounds ; and when they are all in a Sweat 
they are ordered to leap over Head and Ears into 2 
Pond or River. Four Times a Year the Youth of 
eertain Diſtricts meet to ſhew . in Run- 
ning, Leaping, and other Feats of Strength or Agi - 
lity ; where the Victor is zewarded with a Song made 
in his or her Praiſe. On this Feſtival the Servant 
drive a Herd of Tabor into the Field, laden with 

and Oats, and Milk for..a Repaſt to the Han. 
Snhnms ; after which, theſe Brutes are immediately 


driven back again, for fear of being noiſome to the 
Aſſembly. e .

«\ Every fourth Year, at the Verna] 4 there 
is a Repreſentative Council of the whole Nation, 
Which meets in a Plain about twenty Miles from our 
Houſe, and continueth about five or fix Days. Here 
they inquire into the State and Condition of the ſeve- 
ral Diſtriẽts; whether they abound or be deficient in 
Hay or Oats, or Cows or Tabea? And wherever 
there is any Want (which is but ſeldom) it is immedi

NE of theſe Grand Aſſemblies was held in my 


Time, about three Months before my Departure, 
hither my Maſter went as the Repreſentative of 


gur Diſtrict. In this Council was reſumed their 
1d Debate, and indeed, the only Debate that ever 
happened in their Country ; whereof my Maſter 
after his Return gave me a very particular Ac- 


punt, 


oiſome, and deformed Animals which Nature ever 
roduced, ſo they were the moſt reſtive and in- 
ocible, miſchievous and malicious: They would pri- 
ately ſuck the Teats of the Houybnhnms Cows; kill 


nd devour their Cats, trample down their Oats and 


raſs, if they were not continually watched; and com- 
ita Thouſand other Extravagaycies. He took Notice 
fa general Tradition, that Jah had not been al- 
rays in their Country: But, that many Ages ago, two 
f theſe Brutes appeared together upon a Mountain; 
rhether: produced by the Heat of the Sun upon cor- 
pted Mud and Slime, or from the Ooze and Froth 
df the Sea, was never known. That, theſe Tahbgos en- 
zendered, and their Brood in a ſhort time grew ſo nu» 
Yor. III. N merous 
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Tur Queſtion to be debated, was, Whether the 

Jaboos ſhould be exterminated from the Face of the 
Farth. One of the Members for the Affirmative 
ffered ſeveral Arguments of great Strength and Weights 
lledging, That, as the Taboos were the moſt filthy, 
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merous as to over- run aud infet the whole Nation: 
That, the Houybnhnms to get rid of this Evil, made a 
general Hunting, and at laſt incloſed the whole Herd; 
and deſtroying the Older, every Hauybubum kept two 
young Ones in a Kennel, and brought them to ſuch 
a Degree of Tameneſs, as an Animal fo ſavage by Na. 
ture can be capable of acquiring uſing them for Draught 
and Carriage. That, there ſeemed to be much Truth 
in this Tradition, and that thoſe Creatures could not 
be Nubniamſby (or Aborigines of the, Land) becauſe 
of the violent Hatred the Houybubnms as well as al 
other Animals bore them; which although their evil 
Diſpoſition ſufficiently deſerved, could never have at. 
rived at ſo a high a Degree, if they had been Abori. 
_ gines, or elſe they would have long ſince been rooted 
out. That, the Inhabitants taking a Fancy to uſe the 
Service of the Taboos, had very imprudently neglected 
to cultivate the Breed of Ae, which were a comehy 
Animal, eaſily kept, more tame and orderly, without 
any offenfive Smell, ſtrong enough for Labour, although 
they yield to the other in Agility of Body; and if 
their Braying be no agreeable Sound, it is far preferable 
to the horrible Howlings of the Ta he s. 

SEVERAL others declared their Sentiments to the 
ſame Purpoſe; when my Maſter propoſed an Expedient 
to the Aſſembly, whereof he had indeed borrowed the 
Hint from me. He approved of the Tradition, men- 
_ tioned by the Hononrab/e Member, who ſpoke before; 
and affirmed, that the two zh, faid to be firſt ſeen 
among them, had been driven thither over the Sea; 
that coming to Land, and being forſaken by their Com- 
panions they retired to the Mountains, and degenerating 
by Degrees, became in Proceſs of Time, much more 
ſavage than thoſe of their own Species in the Country 
from whence theſe two Originals came. The Reaſon 
of his Aſſertion was, that he had now in his Poſſeſſion, 
a certain wonderful Taboo, (meaning myſe!k) which 
moſt of them had heard of, and many of them had 
ſeen, He then related to them, how he firſt found 

me; that, my Body was all covered with an artificial 
| | Compo 
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Compoſure of the Skins and Hairs of other Animals: 
That, I ſpoke in a Language of my own, and had tho- 
roughly learned theirs : That, I had related to him the 
Accidents which brought me thither : That, when he 
aw me without my Covering, I was an exact Taboo in 
every Part, only ofa whiter Colour, leſs hairy, and with 
ſhorter Claws. He added, how I had endeavoured to 
perſuade him, that in my own and other Countries the 
Yahoos ated as the governing, rational Animal, and held 
the Houyhnhnms in Servitude: That, he obſerved in 
me all the Qualities of a Taboo, only a little more civi- 
lized by ſome Tincture of Reaſon ; which however, was 
in a Degree as far inferiour to the Houybnhnm Race, 
as the Tahoos of their Country were to me: That, a- 
mong other things, I mentioned a Cuſtom we had of 
caſtrating Houyhnhnms when they were young, in or- 


der to render them tame: That, the Operation was 


eaſy and ſafe : That, it was no Shame to learn Wiſdom 
from Brutes, as Induſtry is taught by the Ant, and 
Building by the Swallow. (For ſo I tranſlate the 
Word Lyhannh, although it be a much larger Fowl } 
That, this Invention might be practiſed upon the 
younger 74hoos here, which, beſides rendering them 


tractable and fitter for Uſe, would in an Age put an 


End to the whole Species without deſtroying Life: 
That, in the mean time the Heuyhnbum ſhould be 
exhorted to cultivate the Breed of Aſſes, which, as 
they are in all reſpects more valuable Brutes ; fo they 
have this Advantage, to be fit for Service at hve Years 
old, which the others are not till twelve. 

Tris was all my Maſter thought fit to tell me at 
that Time, of what paſſed in the Grand Council. 
But, he was pleaſed to conceal one Particular, which 
related perſonally to myſelf, whereof I ſoon felt the 
unhappy Effect, as the Reader will know in its pro- 
per Place, and from whence I date all the ſucceeding 
Misfortunes of my Life. 

Tus Houyhnhxms have no Letters, and conſe- 
quently, their Knowledge is all traditional. But there 
happening few Events of 7 Moment aulong a Peo- 

ple 
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ple ſo well united, naturally diſpoſed to every Virtue; 
wholly governed by Reaſon, and cut off from all Com- 
raerce with other Nations; the hiſtorical Part is eaſily 
preſerved without burthening their Memories. I have 
already obſerved, that they are ſubje& to no Diſeaſes, 
and therefore can have no need of Phyſicians. How- 
ever, they have excellent Medicines compoſed of Herbs, 
to cure aceidental Bruiſes and Cuts in the Paſtern or 
Frog of the Foot by ſharp Stones, as well as other 
Maims and Hurts in the feveral-Parts of the Body. 

Tuxv calculate the Year by the Revolution of the 
Sun and the Moon, but uſe no Subdiviſions into 
Weeks. They are well enough acquainted with the 
Motions of thoſe two Luminaries, and underſtand the 
Nature of Eelipſes; and this is the utmoſt Progreſs 
of their AM ronomy 

In Poetry they muſt be · allowed to excel all other 
Mortals; wherein the Juſtneſs of their Similes, and 
the Minuteneſs, as well as Exactneſs of their De- 
feriptions, are indeed inimitable. Their Verſes abound 
very much in both of theſe; and uſually contain ei- 
ther ſome exalted Notions of Friendſhip and Bene vo- 
lence, or the Praiſes of thoſe who were Victors in 
Races, and other bodily Exerciſes. Their Buildings, 
Although very rude and ſimple, are not inconvenient but 

well contrived to defend -them from all Injuries of 
Cold and Heat. They have a Kind of Tree, which 
at-Forty Years old looſens in the Root, and falls with 
the firſt Storm; it grows very trait, and being poin- 
ted like Stakes with a ſharp Stone, (for the Houyhnhnms 
know not the Ule of Iron) they ſtick them ere& in 
the Ground about ten Inches aſunder, and then 
weave in Oat - ſlraw, or ſometimes Wattles betwixt 
them. The Roof is made after the ſame Manner, and 
fo are the Doors. 

Tur Hiuybnhnms uſe the hollow Part between the 
Paſtern and the Hoof of their Fore-feet, as we do our 
Hands, and this with greater Dexterity, than I 
could at firſt imagine. I have ſeen a white Mare of 
Hur Family thread a Needle (which I lent * on 

2 uſe 
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Purpoſe ) with that Joynt. They milk their Cows; 


reap-their Oats, and do all the Work which requires 
Hands, in the ſame Manner. They have a Kind os 
hard Flints, which by grinding againſt other Stones, 
they form into- Inftraments, that ſerve inſtead of 
Wedges, Axes, and Hammers. With Tools made of 
theſe Fiints, they likewiſe cut their Hay, and reap: 
their Oats, which there groweth naturally in ſeveral 
Fields: The Taboos draw home the Sheaves in Car- 
riages, and the Servants tread them in certain co- 
vered Hutts, to get out the Grain, which is kept in 
Stores. They make a rude Kind of earthen and 
wooden - Veſſels, and bake the former in the Sun. 
| Is they can avoid Caſualties, they die only of old 
Age, and are buried in the obſcureſt Places that can 
be found, their Friends and Relations expreſſing neither 
Joy nor Grief at their Departure; nor does the dy- 


ing Perſon diſcover the leaſt Regret that he is leaving 
the World, any more than if he were upon returning 
home from a Viſit to one of his Neighbours : I re- 


member, my Maſter having once made an Appoint- 
ment with a Friend and his Family to come to his 
Houſe upon ſome Affair of Importance; on the Day 
fixed, the Miſtreſs and her two Children came very 


late; ſhe made two Excuſes, firſt for her Husband, 
| who, as ſhe ſaid, happened that very Morning to 


Lhnuwnh.” The Word is ſtrongly expreſſive in their 
Language, but not eaſily. rendered into Eng/i/p ;. it 
ſignifies, to retire to his firſt Mather. Her Exeuſe for- 
not coming ſooner, was, that her Husband dying late in 
the Morning, ſhe was a good while conſulting her Ser- 


vant about a convenient Place where his Body ſhould © 


be. laid; and J obſerved ſhe behaved herſelf at our Houſe 
a clearfully as the reſt : She died about three Months 
aſter. | 


Trey live generally to Seventy or Seventy-five Years,.- 


very ſeldom to Fourſcore : Some Weeks before their 
Death they feel a gradual Decay, but without Pains. 
During this time they are much viſited by their Friends, 
becauſe they cannot go abroad with their uſual Eaſe and 
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Satisfaction. However, about ten Days before thei; 
Death, which they ſeldom fail in computing, they re- 
turn the Viſits that have been made them by thoſe who 
are neareſt in the Neighbourhood, being carried in a 
convenient Sledge drawn by Taboss; which Vehicle 
they ule, not only upon this Occaſion, but when they 
grow old, upon long Journcys, or when they are lamed 
by any Accident. And therefore, when the dying 
Moauybrbnms return thoſe Viſits, they take a ſolemn 
Leave of their Friends, as if they were going to 
tome remote Part of the Country, where they de- 
Pgned to pais the reſt of their Lives. 

I xxow not whether it may be worth obſerving, 
that the Hoa yhnbums have no Word in their Language 
to expreſs any Thing that is e, except what they 
borrow from the Deformities or ill Qualities of the 
Tahios. Thus they denote the Folly, of a Servant, 
an OmiF*vn of a Child, a Stone that cuts their Feet, 
a Continuance of foul or unſeaſonable Weather, and 
the like, by adding. to each the Epithet of Taboo. For 
Inſtance, Hhnm Yahoo, Whnaholm Yahoo, Yalhmna- 


bum Taboo, and an ill contrived: Houſe, 77bolmbnm- 


rabluto Yahoo. | | 
I couLD with great Pleaſure enlarge farther upon the 


Manners and Virtues of this excellent People ; but in- 
tending in a ſhort time to publiſh a Volume by itſelf 
expreſsly upon that Subject, I refer the Reader thither. 
And in the mean Time, proceed to relate my own ſad

hnhnms. His great Improvement in Virtue; by con- 
werſing with them. Their Converſations. The Au- 


thor hath Notice goes him by his Maſter that he muſt 


 Gepart from the Country. He Falls into a Stunon for 
Grief, but ſubmits. He contrives and finiſhes a Ca- 
yoo, by the Help of a Felloto Servant, and puts to 
Sea at a Venture. 


HAD ſettled my little Oeconomy to my own Heart's 
Content. My Maſter had ordered a Room to be 
made for me after their Manner, about ſix Yards from 


the Houſe ; the Sides and Floors of which I plaiſtered 


with Clay, and covered with Ruſh mats of my own 
contriving: I had beaten Hemp, which there graws 
wild, and made of it a Sort of Ticking: This 1 filled 
with the Feathers of ſeveral Birds J had taken with 
Springes made of Nahoos Hairs; and were excellent 
Food. I had worked two Chairs with my Knife, the 
Sarre] Nag helping me in the groſſer and more labo- 
rious Part. When my Cloaths were worn to Rags, 


1 made my ſelf others With the Skins of Rabbets, and 


of a certain beautiful Animal about the ſame Size, called 
Nis hnsb, the Skin of which is covered with a fine 
Down. Of theie I likewiſe made very toleral.le 
Stockings. I ſoaled my Shoes with Wood which I cut 


from a Tree, and fitted to the upper Leather, and when 


this was worn out, I ſupplied it with the Skins of 77- 
h6as, dried in the Sun. I often got Honey out of hol- 
low Trees, which I mingled with Water, or eat it with 


my Bread. No Man could more verify the Truth, of 
theſe two Maxims, That Nature is very eaſily ſatisfied; 
and, That, Necefity is the Mother of Invention. Len- 
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joyed perfect Health of Body, and Tranquility of 
Mind; 1 did not feel the Treachery or Inconſtancy of 
a Friend, or the Injuries of a ſecret or open Enemy, 
I had no occaſion of bribing, flattering or pimping, to 
procure the Favour of any great Man, orof his Mini- 
on. I wanted no Fence againſt Fraud or Oppreſſion: 
Here was neither Phyſician, to deſtroy my Body, not 
Lawyer to ruin my Fortune: No Informer to watch 
my Words and Ations, or forge Accuſations againſt me 
for Hire: Here were no Gibers, Cenſurers, Backbiters, 
Pickpockets, Highwaymen, Houſe-breakers, Attorneys, 
Bawds, Buffoons, Gameſters, Politicians, Wits, Splene- 
ticks, tedious Talkers, Controvertiſts, Raviſhers, Mur- 
derers, Robbers, Virtuoſo's; no Leaders or Followers 
of Party and Faction; no Encouragers to Vice, by Se- 
ducement or Examples: No Dungeon, Axes, Gibbetz, 
Whipping - poſts, or Pillories: No cheating Shop-keepers 
or Mechanicks: No Pride, Vanity or Affectation: No 
Fops, Bullies, Drunkards, ſtrolling Whores, or; Poxes: 
No ranting, lewd, expenſive Wives: No ſtupid, proud 
Pedants: No importunate, over-bearing, quarrelſome, 
noiſy, roaring, empty, conceited, {wearing Companions. 
No Scoundrels raiſed from the Duſt upon the Merit of 
their Vices; or Nobility thrown into it on Account of 
their Virtues: No Lords, Fidlers, Judges or Dancing: 
Maſters. | 8 
I nap the Favour of being admitted to ſeveral 
Houynhnhnms, who came to viſit or dine with my Mi- 
ſter; where his Honour graciouſly ſuffered me to wait 
in the Room, and liſten to their Diſcourſe. Both he 
and his Company would often deſcend to ask me Que- 
ſtions, and receive my Anſwers. I had alſo ſometimes 
the Honour of attending my Maſter in his Viſits to 
others. I neyer preſumed to ſpeak, except in Anſwer 
to a Queſtion; and then I did it with inward Regret, 
becauſe it was a Loſs of ſo much Time for improving 
my ſelf: But I was infinitely delighted with the Station 
of an humble Auditor in ſuch Converſations, where 
nothing paſſed but what was uſeful, expreſſed in the 
feweſt and moſt hgnificang Words; Where (as 2 
3 already 


— 


the leaſt Degree of Ceremony; where no Perſon ſpoke 
without being pleaſed himſelf, and pleaſing his Compa- 
nions: Where there was no Interruption, Tediouſneſs, 
Heat, or Difference of Sentiments. - They have a No- 


tion, That when People are met together, a ſhort Si- 


lence doth much improve Converſation : This I found 
to be true; for during-thoſe little Intermiſſions of Talk, 
new Ideas would ariſe in their Minds, which very 


much enlivened the Diſcourſe. Their Subjects are ge- 


nerally on Friendſhip and Benevolence; on Order and 
Oeconomy; ſometimes upon the viſible Operations of 
Nature, or ancient Traditions; upon the Bounds and 
Limits of Virtue; upon the unerring Rules of Reaſon; 
or upon ſome Determinations, to be taken at the next 
great Aſſembly; and often on the various Excellencies 
of Poetry. I may add, without Vanity, that my Pre- 
ſence often gave them ſufficient Matter for. Diſcourſe, 
becauſe it afforded my Maſter an Occaſion of letting his 
Friends into the Hiſtory of me and my Country, upon 


which they were all pleaſed to deſcant in a Manner not 


very advantageous to human Kind ; and for that Rea- 
ſon I ſhall-not repeat what. they ſaid: Only I may be 
allowed to obſerve, That his Honour, to my great Ad- 
miration, appeared to underſtand the Nature of Yahoos 
much better than my ſelf. He went through all our 
Vicesand Follies, and diſcovered many which I had ne- 
ver mentioned to him; by only ſuppoſing, what Quali- 
ties a Taboo of their Country, with. a ſmall Proportion 


of Reaſon, might be capable of exerting: And con- 


cluded, with too much Probability,. how vile as well as 


| Miſerable ſuch a Creature muſt be. 


1 FrxeLyY confeſs, that all the little Knowledge I 
have of any Value, was acquired by the Lectures I re- 


| ceived from my Maſter, and from hearing the Diſcourſes 


of him and his Friends; to which I ſhould be prouder 
to liſten, than to dictate to the greateſt and wiſeſt Aſ- 
ſembly in Europe. I admired the Strength, Comelineſs 
and Speed of the Inhabitants; and ſuch a Conſtellation 


of Virtues in ſuch amiable Perſons produced in me the 
e ligheſt 
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Aready ſaid) the greateſt Decency was obſerved, without 
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ſpeak. After a ſhort Silence, he told me, he did not 
know how I would take what he was going to ſay: 
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bigheft Veneration. At firſt, indeed, I did not feel 
that natural Awe which the Yahoos and all other Ani- 


mals bear towards them; but it grew upon me by De- 
grees, much ſooner than I imagined, and was mingled 


with a reſpectful Love and Gratitude, that they would 
condeſcend to diſtinguiſh me from the reſt of my Spe. 
cles. Fw 1 

Warn I thought of my Family, my Friends, my 
Countrymen, or human Race in general, I conſidered 
them as they really were, Taboos in Shape and Diſpoſition, 
perhaps a little more civilized, and qualified with the 
Gift of Speech ; but making no other uſe of Reaſon, 
than to improve and multiply thoſe Vices, whereof their 
Brethren in this Country had only the Share that Na- 
ture allotted them. When I happened to behold the 
Reflection of my own Form in a Lake or Fountain, I 
turned away my Face in Horror and Deteſtation of my 
ſelf; and could better endure the Sight of a common 
Yah, than of my own Perſon. By converſing with 
the Houyhubnms, and looking upon them with Delight, 
J fell to imitate their Gait and Geſture, which is now 


grown into a Habit; and my Friends often tell me ina 


blunt Way, that 7 zret lite a Horſe; which, however, 


I take for a great Compliment: Neither ſhall I diſown, 


that in ſpeaking I am apt to fall into the Voice and man- 
ner of the Houyhnhnms, and hear my ſelf ridiculed on 
that Account without the leaſt Mortification. 

Ix the Midſt of this Happineſs, when I looked upon 
my ſelf to be fully ſettled for Life, my Maſter ſent for 
me one Morning a little earlier than his uſual Hour. | 
obſerved by his Countenance that he was in ſome Per. 
plexity, and at a Loſs how to begin what he had to 


That, in the Taft general Aſſembly, when the Affair of

I had been dead. For theſe People are ſubject to no 
ſuch Imbecillities of Nature) I anſwered, in a faint 
Voice, that Death would have been too great an Hap. 
pineſs; that although I could not blame the Aſſembly's 
£xbortaticn, or the Urgency of his Friends; yet in my 
weak and corrupt Judgment, I thought it might conſiſ 
with Reaſon to have been leſs rigorous: That, I could 
not ſwim a League, and probably the neareſt Land to

five Leagues off, as I computed ; but it appeared to the 
Sorrel Nag to be only a blue Cloud; For, as he had no 
Conception of any Country beſide his-: own, ſo he could 
not be as expert in diſtinguiſhing remote Objects at 
Sea, as we who ſo much converſe in that Element.

performed the Parts that required moſt Labour, I fi- 


niſhed a Sort of Indian Canoo, but much larger, cover- 
ing it with the Skins. of 725005. well ſtitched together, 
wW˖ith hempen, Threads of my own making. My Sail 


was likewiſe compoſed. of the Skins of the ſame Ani- 
mal; but I made uſe of the youngeſt I could get, the 
older being too tough and thick; and I likewiſe provi- 
ded myſelf with four Paddles. I laid in a Stock of 


boiled Fleſh, of Rabbets and Fowls ; and took with me 
to Veſſels, one filled with Milk, and the other with 


Pater. 


I. TRiED my Canoe in a large Pond near my Ma- 
ſter's Houſe, and then corrected in it what was amiſs;

Wuen all was ready, and the Day came for my De- 
parture, I took leave of my Maſter and Lady, and the 
whole Family, mine Eyes flowing with Tears, and my 
Heart quite ſunk with Grief; but his Honour out of 
Curioſity, and perhaps ( if I may ſpeak it without Vani- 
ty) partly out of Kindneſs, was determined to ſee me 
in my Canoo; and got ſeveral of his neighbouring | 
Friends to accompany him. I was forced to wait above 
an Hour for the Tyde, and then obſerving the Wind 
very fortunately bearing towards the Ifland, to which 
J intended to ſteer my Courſe, I took a ſecond Leave of 
my Maſter: But, as I was going to proſtrate myſelf to 
kiſs his Hoof, he did me the Honour to raiſe it gently 
to my Meuth. 1 am not ignorant how much I have 
been cenſured for mentioning this laſt Particular. De- 
tractors are pleaſed to think it improbable, that ſo illu- 
ſtrious a Perſon ſhould deſcend to give ſo great a Mark 
of Diſtinction to-a Creature ſo inferior as I. Neither 
have I forgot, how apt ſome Travellers are to boaſt of 
extraordinary Favours they have received. But, if theſe

ry favourable ; however, I made uſe at firſt only of 


my Paddles; but conſidering I ſhould ſoon be weary, 
and that the Wind might probably chop about, I ven- 
tured to ſet up my little Sail; and thus with the help 
of the Tide, I went at the Rate of a League and a 


Half an Hour, as near as I could gueſs. My Maſter 


and his Friends continued on the Shoar, until I was al- 
moſt out of Sight; and I often heard the Sorrel Nag 
(who always loved me) crying out, Hazy illa nyba 
maiah Yahno, Take Care of thy ſelf, gentle Taboo. 
My Defign was, if poſſible, to diſcover ſome {ſmall 


Hand uninhabited, yet ſufficient by my Labour to fur- 


niſh me with Neceſſaries of Life, which I would have 


thought a greater Happineſs than to be firſt Miniſter in 


the politeſt Court of Europe; ſo horrivie was the Idea 
J conceived of returning to live in the Society and un- 


der the Government of Dae. For, in ſuch a Soli- 


tude as I defired, I could at leaſt enjoy my own 
Thoughts, and reflect with Delight on the Virtues of 
thoſe inimitable Houyhnhums, without any Opportunity 
of degenerating into the Vices and Corruptions of my

Tut Reader may remember what I related when. 


my Crew conſpired againſt me, and ggafined me to my 


Labbin, 
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Cabbin. How I continued there ſeveral Weeks, with. 
out knowing what Courſe we took; and when I way 
put aſhore in the Long-boat, how the Sailors told ar fir 
with Oaths, whether true or falſe, that they knew not MY 
in what Part of-the World we were.

The Seamen at their landing obſerved my Canoo, and 
rummaging it all over, eaſily conjectured that the Oiv- -

They gazed a while in Admiration at my ſtrange un- 
couth Dreſs, my Coat made of Skins, my wooden- 
ſoaled Shoes, and my furred Stockings; from . whence, 
however, they concluded I was not a Native of the 
Place, who all go naked. One of the Seamen in Por- 
tugue s bid me riſe, and asked who I was. I under- 
ſtood that Language very well, and getting upon my 
Feet, ſaid, I was a poor Lahoo, baniſhed from the Houy- 
h1hnms, and defired they would pleaſe to let me depart. 
They admired to hear me aaſwer them in their own 
Tongue, and faw by my Complexian I mutt be an 
European; but were at a Loſs to know what I meant 
by Tabors and Houyhnhnms, and at the ſame Time fell 
a laughing at my ſtrange Tone in ſpeaking, which re- 
ſembled the Neighing of a Horſe. I trembled all the 
while betwixt Fear and Hatred: I again deſired Leave 
to depart, and was gently moving to my Canoo 3 but 
they laid hold on me, deſiring to know what Country 
IT was of? whence I came? with many other Queſti- 
ſtions. I told them, I was born in Eng/ard, from 
whence I came about five Years ago, and then their 
Country and ours was at Peace. 'I therefore hoped 
they would not treat me as an Enemy, ſince I meant 
them no Harm, but was a poor Taboo, ſeeking ſome de- 
folate Place where to paſs the Remainder of my unfor- 
tunate Life.

Wnen they began to talk, I thought I never heard 
or ſaw any thing ſo unnatural ; for it appeared to me as 
monſtrous, as if a Dog or a Cow ſhould ſpeak in Eng 72:9, 
or a Taboo in Houybnbhum. Land. The honeſt Poriu- 


Luxe were equally. amazed at my ſtrange Dreſs, and 


the odd Manner of delivering my Words, which how- 
ever they underſtood very well. They ſpoke to me 
With great Humanity, and ſaid, they were ſure their 
Captain would carry me gratis to Liibon, from whence 
I I might return to my own Country; that two of the 
Seamen would go back to the Ship, to inform the Cap- 
an — I Ek 
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tain of what they had ſeen, and receive his Orders; 
in the mean Time, unleſs I would give my ſolemn _ 


Oath not to fly, they would ſecure me by Force. I 
thought it beſt to comply with their Propoſal. 'They 
were very curious to know my Story, but I gave them 
very little Satisfaction; and they all conjeRured, that 
my Misfortunes had impaired my Reaſon. In two 
Hours the Boat, which went loaden with Veſſels of 
Water, returned with the Captain's Commands to fetch 
me on Board. I fell on my Knees to preſerve my Li- 
berty; but all was in vain, and the Men having tied 
me with Cords, heaved me into the Boat, from whence 
I was taken into the Ship, and from thence into the 
Captain's Cabbin,

WE arrived at Lisbon, Nov. 5. 1715. At our Lan- 
ding, the Captain forced me to cover myſelf with his. 
Cloak, to prevent the Rabble from crouding about. me. 
L was conveyed to his own Houſe ; and, at my earneſt 
Requeſt, he led me up to the higheſt Room backwards. 
I conjured him to conceal from all Perſons what I had 
told him of the Heuybubnms; becauſe the leaſt Hint 
of ſuch a Story would not only draw Numbers of Peo- 
ple to ſee me, but probably put me in Danger of being 
impriſoned, or burnt by the [nguifition. The Captain 
perſuaded me to accept a Suit of Cloaths newly made; 
but I would not ſuffer the Taylor to take my Meaſure 5 
however, Don Pedro being almoſt of my Size, they 
fitted me well enough. He acceutred me with other 
Neceſſaries all new, which aired for Twenty: :faur hours 
before I would uſe them, 


Taz Captain had no Wife, nor above three Servants, 


none of which were ſuffered to attend at Meals ; and 
his whole Deportment was ſo. obliging, added to very 
good human Underſtanding, that I. really began to to- 
lerate his Company. He gained ſo far upon me, that 
I ventured to look out of the back Window. By De- 


grees I was brought into another Room, from whence 


I peeped into the Street, but drew my Head back in a 
Fright. Ina Week's Time he ſeduced me down to 
the Door. I found my Terror gradually leſſened, but 
my Hatred and Contempt ſeemed to increaſe. I was 


at laſt bold enough to walk the Street in his Company, 
but kept my Noſe well ſtopped with Rue, or ſometimes 


with Tobacco. 
In ten Days, Don Pedro, to whom 1. Ind given 


ſome Account of my domeſtick Affairs, put it upon me 


as a point of Honour and Conſcience, that I ought to 
return to my native Country, and live.at home with my

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farniſh me with all Things neceſſary. It would be te- 


dious to repeat his Arguments, and my Contradictions. 
He ſaid, it was altogether impoſſible to find ſuch a ſoli - 
tary Iſland as I had deſired to live in; but I might com- 
mand in my own Houſe, and paſs my time in a man- 
ner as recluſe as 1 pleaſed. EEE: 
I comPLieD at laſt, finding I could not do better. 
T left Lisbon the 24th Day of November, in an Englif 
Merchant-man, but who was the Maſter I never in- 
quired. Don Pedro accompanied me to the Ship, and 
lent me twenty Pounds. He took kind Leave of me, 
and embraced me at parting 3 which I bore as well as 
I could. During this laſt Voyage, I had no Com- 
merce with the Maſter, or any of his Men; but pre- 
tending I was ſick kept cloſe in my Cabbin. On the 
filth of December, 1715, we caſt Anchor in the Downs 
about nine in the Morning, and at three in the Af- 
ternoon I got ſafe to my Houſe at Redrif. * | 
My Wife and Family received me with great Sur- 
prize and Joy, becauſe they concluded me certainly 
dead; but I muſt freely confeſs, the Sight of them fil- 
led me only with Hatred, Diſguſt and Contempt ; and 
the more, by reflecting on the near Alliance I had to 
them. For although, fince my unfortunate Exile from 
the Houybnhum Country, I had compelled myſelf to 
tolerate the Sight of Yahoos, and to converſe with 
Don Pedro de Mendez ; yet my Memory and Imagina- 
tions were perpetually filled with the Virtues and 
Ideas of thoſe exalted Honyhnhnms. And, when J 
_—_— conſider, that by copulating with one of the 
YTah-Species, I had become a Parent of more; it 
ſtruck me with the utmoſt Shame, Confuſion and 


Horror. = | 
As ſoon as I entered the Houſe, my Wife took me 
in her Arms, and kiſſed me; at which, having not 
been uſed to the Touch of that odious Animal for ſo 
many Years, I fell in a Swoon for almoſt an Hour. 
At the Time I am writing, it is five Years fince my 
laſt Return to Eng/and: During the firſt Year I could 
not endure my Wife or Children in my Preſence, the 


very Smell of them was intolerable; much leſs could 
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J ſuffer them to eat in the ſame Room. To this 
Hour they dare not preſume to touch my Bread, or 


drink out of the ſame Cup; neither was I ever able to 


let one of them take me by the Hand. The firſt Mo- 
ney I laid out was to buy two young Stone-Horſes, 
which I keep in a good Stable, and next to them the 
Groom is my greateſt Favourite; for I feel my Spirits 
revived by the Smell he contracts in the Stable. My 
Horſes underſtand me tolerably well; I converſe with 
them at leaſt four Hours every Day. They are Stran- 
gers to Bridle or Saddle; they live in great Amity with 
me, and Friend(lip to each other.

I cox Ess, it was whiſpered to me, that I was 
bound in Duty as a Subject of England, to have given 
ina Memorial to a Secretary of State, at my firſt com- 
ing over; becauſe, whatever Lands are diſcovered by x 
Subject, belong to the Crown.
